Pacific Beach pastor 


Msgr. Doxie, 54, dies

Msgr. Donald Doxie, pastor of St. 
Brigid parish, Pacific Beach, was found 
dead in his room at the rectory Tuesday, 
Nov. 16. He was 54. He was born, 
raised and ordained priest in 
California. : 


A former secretary to Bishop Francis 
Buddy and vice chancellor of the 
diocese, Msgr. Doxie was born in Los 
Angeles in 1922. He attended La Jolla 
Elementary and Junior High schools 
and spent his last three years of high 
school at St. Augustine’s. 


FROM. THERE he went to , the

Diocesan St. Francis Minor Seminary, 
as it then.was, and completed his 
studies for the priesthood at Immaculate 
Heart Seminary, then on the USD 
campus, between 1948 and 1952. 


Ordained by Bishop Buddy in St. 
Joseph Cathedral in 1952, the priest 
first served at St. Margaret parish, 
Chino; St. George, Ontario; St. Charles 
Borromeo, San Diego; Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help, Lakeside, and Our Lady 
of the Rosary, San Diego. 


He was also, for a period, assistant 
director of the Society for the 


‘Propagation of the Faith. After he 


became secretary to the bishop Msgr. 
Doxie also served in the Chaplain’s 
Corps of the U.S. Navy, returning in 
1961 to the Chancery office. 


IN 1968 he was appointed pastor of 
St. Brigid parish and in 1969 he was 
invested as an honorary prelate with the 
rank of monsignor. In 1974 he was 
appointed episcopal vicar for the La 
Jolla deanery. 


In addition.to his parish responsibili- 
ties, Msgr. Doxie served as consultor to 
the bishop, defensor vinculi of the 
diocesan Tribunal and clergy moderator 
of Stewardship. 


A Vigil Mass will be celebrated at St. 
Brigid church today (Thursday) ‘Nov. 18 
and the Mass of Christian Burial will be 
at 10:30 a.m. Friday, Nov. 19 at the 
same church, with Bishop Leo T. Maher 
as principal concelebrant. 


Msgr. ‘Pat’ keeps watch 


EI Cajon parish at heart of 
growth as the Faith spreads

EL CAJON—In the heart of this city, on 
Ballard Street just two blocks south of Main, 
stands the mother church of the El Cajon 
Valley, Holy Trinity, a sentinel of Catholic- 
ism. 


And still keeping the watch fires of the 
Faith burning there, after more than 20 
years, is Msgr. Patrick Walsh, assisted by 
Fathers Richard Russell and Paul Dion. 
Msgr. Walsh is a gentle, unassuming priest 
who, in the words of those who have known 
him, ‘‘personifies’’ the definition of the 
word ‘‘pastor’’. 


IN HIS EYES, growth, even more than. 
Vatican II, has been the most significant 
factor facing the Church in the valley. 


“In 1903 when the first resident priest, 
Father Edward LaPointe, came to serve the 
people of the valley and the Indians on 
reservations as far distant as Santa Ysabel, 
there were about 700 people here,’’ he 
muses. 


“By 1945 that number had grown only to 
about 3,000. But by 1955 there were, 
perhaps, 20,000 people in the valley. Today 
there are 65,000 in El Cajon City alone.”’ 


FROM 1920, Holy Trinity—or St. Mary’s 
as the parish was known until the present 
church was built on the Ballard Street site in 
1955—has seen its former territory divided 
many times as the population boomed, 
Msgr. Walsh noted. 


In 1944 the neighboring parish of St. 
Louise de Marillac was founded to the east in 
the area known as Crest. Three years later, 
Catholics in the Lakeside area to the north 
founded Our Lady of Perpetual Help. 


In 1953 Our Lady of Grace parish was 
established to the west to serve the people of 
the Fletcher Hills area. St. Kieran parish, 
now bordering Holy Trinity to the north, was 
founded in 1958. And finally, in 1962, 


Guardian Angels was established in Santee , 


to the. northwest. 


ALL THESE parishes trace their roots 
back to Father LaPointe and the early St. 
Mary church. And as he serves the people of 
his present-day parish, Msgr. Walsh, robust 
and always quick to flash a shy smile, is 
keenly aware of it. 


He notes that many of his parishioners 
still remember Father LaPointe who died in 
1932. And he is quick to show visitors the 
French-Canadian priest’s early journals and 
records, which are replete with recipes for 
homemade beer and wine. 


The recipes, written in a combination of 
French and English, intrigue Msgr. Walsh 
and he insists that ‘‘I am going to try them 
out one of: these days’’—purely as a 
historical experiment of course! 


TURNING BACK to his experience as 


pastor of Holy Trinity, interrupted only in - 
1956-57 when Auxiliary Bishdp Richard 
Ackerman, now bishop of the Covington, 
Ky. .diocese, was pastor, Msgr. Walsh 
recalls that in 1955, ‘‘El Cajon was the 
fastest growing area in the state.’’ 


But after St. Kieran’s was founded in 
1958, ‘‘the growth spurt slowed and-did not 
pick up again until recently,’’ he said, 
finding that shifting population patterns 
have changed the face of Holy Trinity, 


“Holy Trinity was definitely a family 
parish. But as the city grew the homes in the 
parish gave way to apartment buildings and 
now we have more people than ever, but 
fewer families,’’ he said. 


THAT FACT has also changed the 
character of Holy Trinity school, he 
explained. ‘‘In the past our enrollment came 
from the parish, but now, although the 
chool is still full, many of the children come 
from Crest, Alpine and Santee.”’ 


He said the parish profile does not 
indicate an elderly congregation, but added 
that ‘‘there are 30 rest homes within the | 
parish boundaries, and there are nearly 200 
Catholic patients living in them.”’ 


The increasing apartment population 
surrounding the church has also meant a 
high turnover in parishioners ‘‘which runs to 
about 40 per cent yearly,’’ Msgr. Walsh 
noted. 


THE PRIEST also credits his parishioners 
“with a strong sense of faith,’’ recording 
with pride each morning’s Rosary and Mass 
drawing 50 to 60 people each day. 


‘*Each week we also have Holy Hour and 
Benediction and these are as well attended 
now as they were 20 years ago. But more 
importantly, the people use the church often 
on their own. There is seldom a time when 
there is not someone in the church praying,”’ 
he remarked. 


And that brings him to another favorite 
topic, the church itself, which he believes

Campaign for Human Development 


‘Help poor help themselves’

Helping the poor help themselves is the 
goal of the Campaign for Human Develop- 
ment, and ‘‘particularly in this diocese, it 
has done just that,’’ according to Hal Rowe 
of Catholic Community Service, local 
coordinator of the national collection. 


And the San Diego diocese has received 
an excellent return on the investment it has 
made in CHD since the appeal was begun by 
the U.S. bishops in 1970, explained Rowe, 
who this year succeedes the late Msgr. Mark 
Doran as head of the diocesan drive... 


SINCE 1970, ‘‘the people of this diocese 
have donated more than $180,000 to CHD,’ 
Rowe said. ‘‘In that same time period, the 
national CHD office has provided anti-pover- 
ty projects here with nearly $400,000 in 
funding.” 


‘1976, A Time to Grow’’ is the theme of , 


this year’s drive to be observed throughout 
the diocese this Sunday, Nov. 21. Special 
CHD envelopes have been distributed to the 
parishes for the collection. 


In 1974, according to Rowe, people in the 
diocese donated nearly $30,000 to CHD, and 
last year that figure rose to nearly $31,000. 


“‘CHD IS designed to provide anti-poverty 
grants to help the poor eliminate the cause of 
their -poverty,’’ Rowe said. 

“It also helps educate us all to the very 
real poverty that still exists in our country,”’ 
he said. 


PROJECTS which do not meet govern-- 


ment funding requirements but attack the 
root causes of poverty are those normally 
funded by CHD, said Rowe, noting ‘‘that 


only one of 10 grant requests are normally 
approved.”’ 


“This San Diego diocese has been 
particularly fortunate in having projects 
funded,’’ he declared. The latest grant in the 
diocese was made to the Economic 
Development Project in Escondido. 


The Escondido group received $100,000 to 
promote commercial development of the 
jojoba plant by the Indians of Southern 
California. ; 


“THE PLANT, which grows wild in 
Southern California, produces a bean with 
an oil content of 40 per cent,’’ Rowe 
explained. ‘‘Like the soy bean it has 
thousands of commercial uses, and by 
developing its production, the Indians can 
break the hellish circle of poverty that 
enslaves them.”’ 


Of previously funded projects in the 
diocese, all are still operating and serving 
the purpose for which they were begun, 
Rowe reported. 


Among these are the Mercado del Barrio, 
a San Bernardino food cooperative which 
received an $83,000 grant last year, and a 
similar cooperative sponsored by CCS in the 
Coachella Valley received a $20,000 grant 
the previous year. 


Also receiving CHD grants in recent years 
were the Quechan Indians at Fort Yuma and 
Campesidos Unidos in Brawley. 


‘‘CHD really works allowing people to 
broaden their economic opportunities and 
develop their human potential,’’ Rowe 
asserted, urging a generous response to this 
Sunday’s CHD collection in the diocese. 
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The last farewell 


Cathedral filled in tribute to 
‘big-hearted’ Msgr. Doran

The congregation filled St. Joseph 
Cathedral Nov. 10 as friends from all corners 
of the diocese, more than 100 priests and 
several permanent deacons joined Bishop 
Leo T. Maher in bidding last farewell to 
Msgr. Mark Doran. 


Msgr. Doran, head of Catholic Community 
Services and diocesan, coordinator of the 
Marriage Encounter movement, died of a 
heart attack Nov. 6. He was 45. 


SPEAKING at the Mass directly to Msgr. 
Doran’s brothers and his mother, Katherine, 
Bishop Maher said the priest’s death was a 
‘great loss’’ to the diocese. 

“His response to Christ’s call was total 
and wholehearted, and he was an inspiration 
to his fellow priests and laity, especially 
those in Marriage Encounter,’’ which had 
grown so dear to him in the last year of his 
life, the bishop observed. 

Referring to the Marriage Encounter heart 
symbol which Msgr. Doran wore constantly, 
Bishop Maher said: ‘‘No wonder he died of a 
heart attack; his heart was so big he loved 
everyone.” 


THE MASS of Christian Burial marked the 
second tragic loss of the Doran family in the 
last four months. On July 17, the priest’s 
father, Mark P. Doran Sr., died. 


Principal concelebrants of the Mass with 
Bishop Maher were Msgr. Doran’s class- 
mates from El Cajon’s Immaculate Heart 
Seminary class of 1956. Six members of that 
class served as pall bearers and another, 
Father Joseph Brennan, now a _ naval 
chaplain, delivered the eulogy. 

“‘Msgr. Doran left an estate of love and 
accomplishments as great as any priest of 
the diocese ever left,’’ Father Brennan said. 

RECALLING that Msgr. Doran was 
named to head Catholic Community Service 
13 years ago, Father Brennan remarked: 
“‘He built that agency from a little house in

downtown San Diego into one of the leading 
Catholic charities departments in the 
nation.”’ 


He added there “‘is not a social agency or 
project in the diocese that has not felt the 
touch of his genius,’’ and Msgr. Doran’s 
accomplishments will be ‘‘reflected in the 
patterns of the lives he touched’”’ for years to 
come. 


Father Brennan also noted that ‘‘Marriage 
Encounter was the greatest source of Msgr. 
Doran’s joy,’’ and declared that his hours of 
service to the movement ‘‘cannot be counted 
this side of eternity.’’ 


ALTHOUGH the monsignor is gone, “‘we 
don’t part with him at all,’’ the Navy 
chaplain asserted. ‘‘In his work with 
charities and Marriage Encounter, he has 
permanently left the imprint of his character 
on the diocese, its institutions and its 
people.’’ 

He reminded the congregation that they 
should not be overly saddened by the loss of 
the beloved priest, because Msgr. Doran 
himself awaited death without fear. 

Father Brennan quoted words written by 
the monsignor for a pre-lenten presentation 
to Marriage Encounter based on the Ash 
Wednesday scripture, ‘‘ ‘Remember, man, 
that thou art dust and to dust you shalt 
PELUMN se, (2 


‘*WHEN I hear these words, intended to 
be sobering, I experience a sense of relief 
and joy. Relief because strife will be behind

Commitment to Christ 


As we come to the end of the liturgical year 
and the Feast of Christ the King [Nov. 21], we 
arrive at a synthesis of our celebration of Christ 
and a kind of review of our Christian 
profession. We must ask ourselves, ‘‘Who is 
Christ, who is Christ for me?’’ 


We know that Christ is the savior of the 
human race, the beginning and end of all 
creation. But do we rest content with a purely 
intellectual understanding which is without any 
real influence on our lives, our actions and our 
relations with others? 


We can no longer think of the name of Jesus 
Christ as simply a term that has got into our 
everyday speech, but we must make his very 
presence with his overwhelming stature the 
center of the cosmic order which obliges us to 
re-examine the dimensions of our philosophy, 
of our conception of the world and of the history 
of personal existence. 


The new atmosphere of Christ’s presence is 
one which does not destroy the relation 
between faith and reason, but which elevates 
and strengthens it with a new certitude and 
which calls for ceaseless research and 
contemplation. 


Anyone who understands what Christ is 
becomes captured by admiration, and also by 
fear before the pettiness and the poverty of 
being just a human being. And then it is with 
enthusiasm that he lets himself be penetrated 
by the grace of Him who illumines and 


transforms our lives.—To a general audience

Say not, ‘| am too young’ 


When Jeremiah the prophet wrote the words of 


’ that headline he was not thinking of Msgr. Mark 


Paul Doran. But when the Lord calls a vigorous, 
energetic big-hearted man like Msgr. Doran at the 
age of 45, we can only echo Jeremiah. Tears were 
close for most of those attending the Mass at St. 
Joseph Cathedral last week. For some tears could 
not be held back. As one priest said: ‘‘It’s good that 
we can cry occasionally.’’ 


Those of us who knew Msgr. Mark Doran as a 
fellow worker in the diocesan field of operations 
also knew a man whose bursting heart and 
exhuberant temperament could scarcely be held in 
check as he responded to the needs of people. His 
was a particular apostolate to those in trouble, in 
drugs, in marriage problems, in poverty. 

As Bishop Maher said at the close of the Mass, 
the large heart symbol of Marriage Encounter 
suitably epitomized the heart of the man and priest 
whose loss we mourned, whose bulky frame and 
fleetness of foot will no longer be seen around this 
diocese in which he labored with love for more than 
20 years. That bursting heart could take no more 
stress. 


Delegate’s role 

The speech which the Apostolic Delegate, 
Archbishop Jean Jadot, made to the assembled 
bishops of the United States in Washington last 
week was interesting for several reasons. In it (as 
we reported on page 1 last week) he forecast that 
this country will suffer from a growing shortage of 
priests. Then he went on to list other problems. 
for the bishops here. However, he offered no 
solutions, but simply scattered the thoughts, as 
though to crystalize what is already on every 
‘bishop’s mind. 

It is unusual for an ambassador in a country to 
point out that country’s problems. | can’t imagine 
the ambassador of France, or Mexico or Canada 


standing before an assembly of U.S. senators, for . 


instance, and telling them the problems of the 
United States. 


Perhaps the analogy is not quite as simple as 
that, and the Pope’s representative is not a 
diplomat in that generally accepted sense. Perhaps 
he feels it is his duty to size up the needs of the 
Church in the country of his appointment, and 
occasionally to do a little prodding. 


Where Angelus rings 

A couple of weeks ago the question was raised 
here regarding the thrice daily Angelus call to 
prayer. Where is it heard today? We mentioned St. 
Joseph Cathedral as one church continuing the 
tradition. Now Father Joseph Halter, associate at 
the Basilica of the Mission San Diego de Alcala 
writes to say the Angelus is tolled there each day at 
noon and evening, and each morning before the 7 
a.m. Mass. There is also the custom of reciting the 
prayers after the 5:30 p.m. Mass each day. 


Above the basilica is the very elegant Nazareth 
Retirement Home where the Angelus also rings. As 
Mrs. Mary Trapp writes: other devotions are 
Benediction twice a week, exposition of the Blessed 
Sacrament on feast days, daily Rosary and ‘‘best of 
all’’ six Masses offered daily by resident priests, 
and all ‘‘under the loving care of our dedicated 


Sisters of Nazareth.’’ Mrs. Trapp says the home is 
“‘a bit of heaven on earth.’’ 


Beatrice O’Brien writes that the Angelus ‘‘rings 
out three times a day in Ireland, and is on TV at 
noon and6 p.m.”’ And she adds, ‘How uplifting in 
this sad world.’ 


Food for the spirit 

Shakespeare, in the opening stanzas to Twelfth 
Night, ponders ‘‘If music be the food of love...’’ 
Certainly music is food for the spirit, and the 
improved San Diego Symphony Orchestra offers 
real ‘’soul food’’ in the best possible way. Their 
latest concert, which included the brilliant 
virtuosity of pianist Andre Watts, was one of the 
most beautiful | have ever experienced. 


We went on the Sunday afternoon, which is 
strongly recommended for those who cannot get to 
an evening performance. In fact those in the further 
parts of the diocese who enjoy good music might 
well consider traveling to San Diego for morning 
Mass, lunch in town followed by the afternoon 
concert, and an early evening return home. It would 
make a great Sunday change. The concerts start at 
2:30 p.m. and are usually over within two hours. 


Andre Watts included Liszt’s Totentanz (Dance 
of Death) for piano and orchestra, whose solemn 
exposition on the plainchant theme of Dies Irae 
majestically moved trom one mood to another. We 
were given a performance which surely ranked with 
the ‘‘supervirtiosity’’ the New York Times credited 
to Mr. Watts, who, at 30, has to be one of the most 
remarkable young pianists in the world today. 


Faith of America 


While on the subject of music and ‘‘occasions’’, 
those who went to the Civic Theatre in San Diego 
last Sunday night for ‘‘The Faith of America’’ were 
treated to a narrative performance of the religious 
history of this country of superb dimensions. 
Sometimes we go to events out of a sense of duty. 
This was no duty. This was pure pleasure, and an 
ecumenical effort worthy of repeating. 


Through the script by Episcopalian Rev. 
Lawrence Waddy and musical direction of Lois 
Canzoneri, aided by massed choirs of synagogues 
and churches we were led through 200 years of 
peaks and valleys in the history of faith in this 
country. And the whole was topped off with 
excellent narrators and soloists. If it is not too much 
to ask—why not a repeat performance next year, 
around paschal time?

Less than we are 


We were talking about...the per- 
sistent drip of water that wears away 
stone, and the little things which 
erode our well-being and sour our 
pleasure in life. 


However trite it may be to say that 
it is the little things that count, the 
recurring exposure to negative ele- 
ments, however minor they may be in 
the larger concept of life, must 
inevitably affect our philosophy and 
attitudes. 

FEW ENOUGH of us are endowed 
with a perpetually sunny disposition 
or unfailingly positive outlook! Few of 
us are, unfortunately, sufficiently 


motivated or formed by our Christian 


belief to be entirely selfless. 


In our reaction to biological change 
and— if astrologers are to be believed 
—planetary movements, we _ suffer 
cyclic ups and downs. Even a 
cursory glance at the state of our 
modern world reveals that some 
psychological force of gravity draws 


us consistently down from ‘‘up’’, and. 
demands considerable counter-effort.. 


to lift ourselves up from ‘‘down’’. 


Perhaps it is this adaptability to 
cyclic changes that enables most 
people to meet occasional crises or 
disappointment without too serious a 
depletion of their inner resources. 


BUT A LIFESTYLE which, however 
unwillingly, exposes a person to 


‘recurrent disappointments, continu- 


ing negation, or—and | think, worst of 
all—patent insincerity in personal 
relationships exacts an heroic degree 
of inner strength and personal 
resolution, if it is not to be sadly 
destructive. 


| suppose it is only the truly mature 
who can achieve real objectivity in 
coping with such life conditions when 
he is intimately involved. Since few of 
us can boast full maturity in every 
aspect of our being, our biggest 
problem is our own. feeling of 
inadequacy and failure. 


It occurred to me, listening to a 
group, of friends testifying to areas of 
difficulty in their day-to-day living, 
that one phrase was used repeatedly. 
“Il want to be...’’ loving, happy, 
cheerful or whatever, ‘‘but they won’t 


let me.’’ He, she or it, will not allow it. 


Day after day, obstacles block the 
way to the fulfillment of what we 
““want’’ to be, what we feel we are not 
only capable of being, but ought to be. 


THE FIRST obstructions may be 
startling, but usually optimism and 
common sense find a means of either 
removing them or tracking a way 
through or around them. 


When, despite all efforts to 
eradicate the problem, they recur with 
monotonous regularity, even the 
greatest optimist must sense a 
narrowing of perspective, and dimin- 
ishing incentive. 


Sooner or later, we tire of moving 
those blocks or searching a way 
around. Sooner or later we no longer 
make the effort to ‘‘cope’’ and lose the 
hope to eventually overcome. 


IN AIMLESS pacing, we cut our 
own rut and sink deeper and deeper 
until—to our depressed viewpoint— 
the obstacles loom _ increasingly 
larger, more insurmountable. We 


abdicate to them the power to control 
our lives and make us less than we 
are—ineffectual and frustrated, dis- 
appointed and sour. 


Inevitably, we are affected by the 
environment and the people around 
us. Only someone of total insensitivity 
is devoid of response or reaction to the 
stimulus or deflation of success or 
failure—as seen through the eyes of 
contemporaries. 


But for Christians, there is always 
the opportunity for self-transcend- 
ence. There is always the promise of 
true fulfill ment— always that unscien- 
tific and_ illogical _ conviction that 
persistent faith and trust will triumph 
and unremitting effort’ succeed—be- 
cause we are deeply loved. Not ‘‘pie in 
the sky’’, but the assurance of great 
care, sure help in our need. 


Why do we allow ourselves to 
become less than happy, less than 
loving, less than hopeful? Where is 
that inner strength and joy, that 


driving purpose, the indefatigable 
hope that burns the brand of 
Christians? - 
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Prop. 14 and the Mass 


The purpose of this letter is to clarify the 
misunderstanding concerning the Mass at 
Riverside, Oct. 30 (SC, Nov. 11). 


The homily consisted of two parts: The 
first part was the California bishops’ press 
release concerning Proposition 14 and the 
obligation of voting with an informed 
conscience. The press release defined 
Proposition 14 as an issue of social justice, 
therefore a moral issue. 


Bishop Chavez, acting in accordance with 
the California bishops, explained this press 
release by reaffirming the Church’s role as 
teacher of social justice. 


At times a moral issue becomes a political 
issue also, and the Church cannot abdicate 
her responsibility to teach on a moral issue 
because it is in the political arena. For 
example, because abortion has become a 
political issue the Church does not refrain 
from teaching about it as a moral issue. The 
thrust of the presentation at the above 
mentioned Mass was not political but moral. 


Another question is, Can moral issues be 
taught or explained during the homily? To 
answer this, one only has to read the Bible 
where one finds countless referrals to justice 
and the Christian’s obligation to work for 
justice:

those who suffer persecution for justice’ 
sake; the kingdom of God is theirs.” 
(Sermon on the mount) Seek first His 
kingship over you, His way of justice, and all 
these things will be given you besides. 
(Matthew 6:33)

hope for peace—a result of love and justice. 
In the fourth Eucharistic Prayer there are 
direct references to justice. ‘“To the poor he 
proclaimed the good news of salvation, to 
prisoners, freedom, and to those in sorrow, 
joy.” 

Seeking justice is not a comfortable 
occupation, as witnessed by Bishop Lamont 
of Rhodesia who was sentenced to jail for 15 
years and who has received the support of 
the United States Conference of Catholic 
Bishops.

‘Raw judicial power’ used 

Father O’Neil’s article on abortion, ‘‘Life 
belongs to God, not to Supreme Court’’ (SC, 
Oct. 21) is indeed well put. 


We should of course do everything 
possible to get that decision reversed. But, 
considering the fact that an amendment will 
take a great deal of time and effort, I’m also 
hoping God will help. 

There are some points to consider. With 
all due respect we must appreciate that two 
of the Supreme Court judges dissented: 
Judge White and Judge Rehnquist, who 
charged the majority had used ‘‘raw judicial 
power’ in deciding a controversial legisla- 
tive issue according to its own preference. 

There two judges were the youngest of the 
nine. White was 59 and Rehnquist, 52. 
Recently Judge Stevens, 56, replaced 
Douglas. 

The remaining judges who voted in favor 
of the decision are Blackmun, 68, Burger, 
69, Brennan, 70, Marshall, 68, Powell, 69, 
and Stewart, 61. 

An amendment may take 15 years. One 
might add: man proposes, but God disposes.

we usually try to escape the pain by 
seeking some form of pleasure. When 
the pain brings a vague sense of guilt, 
fear, or unworthiness it becomes 
especially difficult to remain still and in 
simple awareness of God’s presence. 


YET, IF WE remain faithful to ptayer 
we will see the glory of God: ‘‘Happy 
the pure in heart: they shall see God.”’

‘*God loved the world so much that he 
gave his only Son, so that everyone who 
believes in him may not be lost but have 
eternal life.’’ (John 3:16) 


Therefore, when the hurt surfaces 
bring it out into the light, which in 
reality is God’s love for you. In other 
words, make a deliberate effort to look 
at the hurt while believing that Jesus 
also sees that you are suffering. 


Then simply ask your Savior to take 
the pain away, while remaining ready to 
do any repentance, forgiving, or 
trusting that the Lord might require. In 
this way you will know that what you are 
doing ‘‘is done in God.’’ (John 3:21) But 
what is done in God is done in the light 
which gives life. 


BELIEVE then that what you do, 
since it is done in the light, gives you 
the power to share in Life. ‘ ‘Walk 
while you have the light, or the dark will 
overtake you...Believe in the light and 
you will become sons of light.’ ’’ (John 
eZ SOc) 

Likewise, then, when you are hurt or 
insulted by someone, admit that, in 
fact, it did hurt. That is, do not hide 
your pain from God. But instead of 
reacting simply to the pain (for this is 
darkness where we can stumble and 
fall), give the pain to Jesus tipon the 
cross and believe that he can make that 
hurt into an opportunity for light to give 
birth to Love. co

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The season of Advent begins 
Sunday, Nov. 28 and continues 
until Christmas. The following 
article gives the history and 
liturgical observance of Advent in 
the ‘Church and the home, and 
offers suggestions to make this a 
time of prayer, teaching and joyful 
preparation for the Nativity of the 
Lord. 


The first recorded observance of 
Advent was in the western church 
around the year 360. Hilary of 
Poitiers mentioned a period of three 
weeks’ preparation for the coming of 
the Lord. This observance referred to 
by Hilary was occuring even before 
the celebration of Christmas, which 
dates to approximately 336 in Rome. 


The Council of Saragossa in Spain 
considered the disciplinary observ- 
ance of Advent so important that a law 
was passed requiring daily church 
attendance. 


IN ONE of his Ember Day sermons 
Pope Leo the Great (440-461) reflected 
on the coming of Christ at Christmas 
and on the final day. This sermon set 
the theme for the season, a two fold 
view of time. 


In the fifth century, the three week 


observance of Advent in Gaul was ~ 


changed to six weeks. One of the 
reasons for this change was to parallel 


the six week observance of Lent.” 


Thus, both consisted of six weeks and 
both were penitential in tone. 


In 490 Advent began on the feast 0 


St. Martin, November 11, and was 


known as St. Martin’s Lent. The = 
Council of Tours (565) and the Council ™ 


of Macon (581) both mentioned the six 
week period of preparation fo 
Christmas. In the seventh centu 
Rome observed an Advent of f 
Sundays, while there was a six w 
period in the eighth century. 


Easternand Western 
observances 


The Eastern and Western churches 
had different focal points for the 
celebration. In the East it was the 
Epiphany which celebrated the mani- 
festation of Christ and the revelation 
of God through Jesus’ Incarnation. 
This feast mingled thoughts of the 
birth, the adoration of the Magi, the 
baptism in the Jordon and the miracle 
at Cana. It was, therefore, a unitive 
feast; it gathered other feasts to itself. 


The Western church, however, was 
celebrating a single feast, the birth of 
_ Christ on December 25. The revela- 

tion of Christ to all through the Magi 
was celebrated on January 6. Other 
feasts followed. These two approaches 
intermingled and influenced each 
~other’s feasts and celebrations. 


IN RECENT years liturgists have 
become more sensitive to the tradi- 
tional time frame of Advent and its 
sense of ‘‘coming.’’ For what sort of 
““coming’’ does Advent prepare? 


Once the Saviour had been born, he 
could not be an infant again. And now 
two thousand years after his birth, 
Christ is still Emmanuel, God with us. 


Advent prepares for the birth of 
Christ as a memorial of His coming. 
The Christmas celebration is an 
acknowledgement that His presence 
has not come to an end and His 
concern for us is no less real and 
evident now than it was at His birth. 


THE SECOND traditional focus for 
Advent is its preparation for the 
coming of the Saviour at the end of 
time. We believe the Lord Jesus will 
come again in glory. This theme can 
be found in the new lectionary. In the 
old lectionary, the season of Pentecost 
came to an end with the ominous 
judgment of the world. 


This feast of death marked the end 
of the Church year. Advent became 
the beginning of the year and focused 
on a somewhat historical cycle of 
readings. Today’s lectionary blends 
the traditional image of the final times 
with the season of Advent. 

The theme of the Gospel for the first 
Sunday of Advent is: ‘’The Lord is 
coming in glory at the end.of time.” 


This emphasis places Advent.in an 


eschatological pose. Its trajectory 
searches the horizon for the end of 
time. Af i 
The earlier: custony of viewing 
Advent as a little Lent survives only in 
the call to prepare. If we are to 
prepare.for Christ’s.coming, we must 
prepare-our hearts and our lives. The 
sense of penance-which marked the 
early centuries no longer parallels the 
season of ‘Lent.,One might say that 
Advent “is” a. season: looking. ahead 
more than it is repairing past failings.

the world and their work as a building 
of the new creation. The psychological 
picture of their waiting, is one of quiet 
preparation in calmness, listening, 
empty and free. ‘ 


THE POPULAR oriental philoso- 
phies are imbued with a sense of 
peaceful watching. The Tao Te Ching 
of Lao Tsu expresses this beautifully. 


Empty yourself of everything. 
Let the mind rest at peace. The 
ten thousand things rise and fall 
while the self watches their 
return. They. grow and flourish 
and then return to the source. 
Returning to the source is 
stillness, which is the way of 
nature. 


The way of nature is unchang- 
ing. Knowing constancy is inside. 
Not knowing constancy leads to 
disaster. Knowing constancy, the 
mind is open. With an open mind, 
you will be open hearted. 


_Being open hearted, you will act 
loyally. Being loyal, you attain the 
divine, you will be at one with the 
tao. Being at one with the tao, is 
eternal. And though the body 
dies, the tao will never pass away. 


Like the Tao Te Ching and the 
Shaker view, the sense of immortality 
mingled* with the mortal and the 
balanced: tension between the two, 
marks the quality of waiting, which 
the Advent season invokes. This

image however, is in direct contradic- 
tion to what is happening in most 
peoples’ lives before Christmas. 


The rush to buy gifts etc. begins 
before Thanksgiving. There is a 
serious question, however, about 
condemning this. The commercialism 
is not appropriate, but it is also a 
season marked by. our society’s 
concern for others. 


THE PROBLEM comes in helping 
people to contextualize the liturgy, to 
shift gears from other activities to this 
season of peaceful waiting. A second 
problem might be our inability to 
distinguish what is peaceful waiting 
from what is merely dull. 


If we understand this, then liturgy 
can be a gentle oasis in the midst of a 
more hectic schedule, rather than a 
war against commercialism. Let the 
liturgies speak for themselves. 


Focus on liturgy 


The liturgical calendar of Advent is 
divided into two uneven halves. The 
first part of the season, the longer 
part, emphasizes the coming of the 
Lord in glory. The second part 
(December 17-24) looks to the feast of 
the Nativity and recalls the events 
which led up to the birth of Christ. 


THE LITURGY of the first Sunday 
of Advent speaks most clearly of the 
Lord’s coming at the end of time. The 
gospel of the Sunday is the coming of 
the son of man. The Preface speaks 
about the two comings of Christ and 
says ‘‘Now we watch for the day, 
hoping that the salvation promised us 


“willbe ours, when Christ Our Lord 


come:again in His glory.’’ 


e than.any, other, stands as one 
claims:Him who is to come. It 
yh. who preaches the coming of 
e kingdom and’ calls for reform. 
The writings of Thomas Merton 
speak of John’s ministry ending, not 


’ at the nativity, but continuing now as 


he asks us to reform our lives and to 
answer his plea to ‘‘prepare.’’ In the 
liturgy of the third Sunday of Advent, 
the question asked of John by the 
crowd is our question today, ‘‘What 
are we to do?”’ 


THIS GOSPEL, more than any 
other, places us under the scrutiny of 
John’s ministry as we seek to know 
how to prepare for the coming of 
Jesus. John asks us to evaluate the 
meaning of our lives, the meaning of 


history, of people, of the world. Are’ 


we the advent of the Lord in the world 
today? 

The liturgy of the third Sunday 
introduces faintly the theme of the 
second part of Advent ‘’Father of Our 
Lord, Jesus Christ, ever faithful to 
your promises and ever close to your 
church, the earth rejoices in hope of 
the Saviour’s coming and_ looks 
forward with longing to His return at 
the end of time.’’ 


The second theme of Advent prays, 
““O come, O come Emmanuel,’’ and 
we call Him ‘‘King of all nations,’’ the 
“‘God of power and might.’’ Another 
familiar hymn states, ‘‘Come thou 


~ long expected Jesus, born a child and 


yet a king, born to reign in us 
forever.”’ : 

“The Advent liturgy merges the 
past, the present and the future. In 


another famous Advent hymn the tome 
reads: ‘‘Rejoice, the King is near, 

Alleluia, but we must be prepared to 

see this brightness of eternity.’’ 


THE FOURTH Sunday of Advent 
speaks about events which immedi- 
ately prepare for the birth: of Christ. 
The Gospel according to Matthew 
speaks about the dream of,Joseph and 
the fulfillment of the prophecy. ‘’The 
Virgin shall be with child and give 
birth to a son and they shall call him 


Emmanuel.’’ The gospel according @ «> 


Luke tells us about the appearance of 
Gabriel to Mary. The second selection 
from Luke describes Mary’s visit to 
Elizabeth. 


The imagery of the first preface for 
Christmas is the appearance of the 
Eternal Word, and Christ the Light. 
The imagery of light traces through 
the Sundays of Advent. On the first 
Sunday, the prayer states: ‘Our 
minds are searching for the light of 
your word.’’ On the second Sunday: 
“The day draws near when the glorigas 
of your Son will make radiant the 
night of the waiting world.’’ 


Or again, the Vigil Mass of 
Christmas says, ‘‘We keep Vigil for 
the dawn of salvation and the birth of 
your Son.’’ The Mass at midnight 
captures the sense of darkness and 
light: ‘Through the night hours of the 
darkened earth, we your people, 
watch for the coming_of your promised 
son...Father you make this night. 
radiant with the splendor of Jesus 


Christ, our light. We welcome Him ayy & 


Lord, the true light of the world.’’ 


Environment of Advent 


The liturgical themes and the 
Christmas rush emphasize the border 
between the church and the world in 
philosophic terms. And this might be 
a good place to begin a visual 
consideration too. A_ bold visual 
statement might be made outside the 
church building letting people know 
that they are entering into another 
level of the pre-Christmas celebra@/ 
tions. 


Decorating a church for Christmas 
is easy to visualize. However, 
decorating for Advent has a unique 
quality since it is decoration for 
austerity and serenity. The visual 
environment should be based on the 
liturgical foci for the season. Some 
suggestions follow. 


THE WORD OF GOD 


If Advent is preparation for the 
coming of the Word, the liturgy and 
environment should treat the Word of 


God with special care. There are man), 


visual possibilities. These can easily 
focus on the place of the word, the 
lectern. The Jewish family for the 
feast of booths, focuses attention on 
the table placing a pine bough canopy 
over it. 


The same concept can heighten the 
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place of the Word. Candles, flowers, 
etc. help too. Special care can be 
taken to choose sung versions of 
responsorial psalms, appropriate Alle- 
luia melodies. The question of 
liturgical dance could lend a powerful 
focus on the Word. 


THE PEOPLE WHO AWAITED 
HIS COMING j 


A few moments’ thought about the 
people who waited for Christ's 
coming, present many visual possibil- 
ities. Certainly John the Baptist is a 
prominent figure in scripture and 
imagery of the season, Joseph and 
Mary too, stand as those who awaited 
His coming. 


Tree of Jesse 


The Jesse Tree begins as a large 
bare branch. Oftentimes it is placed in 
the sanctuary and it is progressively 
decorated by symbols of those who 
preceded Jesus. The following sym- 
bols can be used on it. 


THE GLOBE—A small 
globe symbolizing the creation of the 
world reaffirming that everything God 
created is good. 


THE APPLE—The apple symbol- 
izes Adam and Eve to whom the 
promise of the saviour was first made. 
In a very real sense this is the 
beginning of our journey to God. 


THE ALTAR OF SACRIFICE —(or a 
symbol of Abraham and Isaac) It was 
with Abraham that God established 
His covenant and His chosen people: 
“1 will make my covenant between 
you and me_and will give you many 
children.’’ God tested Abraham’s love 
when He asked for the life of his 
beloved son Isaac. Isaac often has 
become the symbol of the Christ 


. figure required to die for the love of 


the father. Another symbol of 
Abraham might be the tent of 


.Abraham found in Genesis 12:22. 


THE ARK OF NOAH OR A 
RAINBOW—The flood which des- 
troyed the earth and the saving ark, 
marks another act of covenant 
between God and people, a covenant 
of God’s faithfulness, of reassurance 
that He was the saving Lord. (Genesis 
9:12-17) 

THE COAT OF MANY COLORS— 
Represents Joseph, the favorite son, 
who was sold into slavery by his 
brothers, but who like Christ saved 
them from death. 


THE TEN COMMANDMENTS 
AND THE CLOUD OF COVENANT — 
In Exodus 20:1-17 the description of 
the covenant and the tablets of 
stone...In Exodus 40:34-38, we read of 
the saving cloud of Divine presence. 

THE KEY AND THE CROWN 
REPRESENT DAVID—The prophets 
revealed that the messiah would be of 
the house of David. He would be the 
key that opened heaven for all people. 

A SCROLL—The scroll can repre- 
sent the numerous prophets who 


» continually reminded the people to be 


faithful to their promise. 


THE SHELL AND WATER — These 
renaissance symbols represent John 
the Baptist who was.the last of the 
prophets and preached the coming of 
the kingdom. 


THE HAMMER = AND THE

The Jesse tree can be decorated in 
many ways. The ornaments might be 
designed by children. Each week the 
Jesse tree is decorated with further 
symbols leading to the celebration of 
Christmas. This tree would then 
become the Christmas tree fully 
decorated at the end of Advent. 


The symbolic suggestions such as 
the apple and the ark of Noah are only 
one approach to the Jesse tree. Simple 
decorative ornaments made of straw 
and yarn could equally express 
preparation. The delicacy and simplic- 
ity of yarn and straw ornaments 
emphasize the earthen and _ natural 
character of liturgy. 


Sense of light 


The season of Advent builds upon 
growing light. Indeed the Christmas 
date took its origin from the feast of 
Natalis Solis Invicti,.a pagan feast 
celebrating the winter solstice and the 
strengthening power of the Sun. 


The environment of the church 
might also rely on a growing sense of 
light. A bare branch gradually filled 
with candles would be an adaptation 
of the Jesse tree, but now with a light 
theme. 


Decorating in this way we must 
achieve a different emphasis than 
Holy Week and its light theme. The 
use of the Christ candle is more 
appropriately reserved to Holy Week 
although it was used in medieval 
times at Christmas. 


Advent customs 


The Posada. It is a Spanish custom 
to offer’a Novena in preparation for 
Christmas. The tradition of the 
Posada._is one of pilgrimage.. The 
scene is the journey of Joseph and 
Mary to Bethlehem. The various 
members of the family gathered 
together, light candles and process to 
various homes. 


During this time they pray and sing. 
When -they approach the first door, 
they sing the song asking for a place 
to stay ‘‘In the name of heaven, | ask 
you for a place to stay, my beloved 
wife cannot walk.’’ Other people 
behind the door answer, ‘’No, this is 
not an inn, keep going, | don’t open to 
strangers.’’ 


Various verses of the song can be 
sung until the group comes to the last 
door and echoing Mary and Joseph’s 
words say, ‘‘My name is Joseph, my 
wife is Mary, mother of God who will 
give birth.’’ The answer behind the 
last door, ‘‘Enter holy pilgrims, you 
may use this place, not only my home, 
but also my heart.’’ 


The people who are helping with 
the fiesta are then called by name into 
the Posada or Inn, and the fiesta 
begins with music, food, drink and 
candy for the children. 


The Posada is an important custom 
because it unifies the community and 
brings everyone together in the spirit 
of Christmas peace—Estella Perez. 

The Wigilia. It is a widely preserved 
custom among Polish-Americans to 
celebrate a Christmas even supper. In 
hay is spread on the 
table beneath the table: cloth, a 
reminder of the Christ child manger. 
The supper begins with the breaking 
and sharing of oplatek, a wafer like 
bread accompanied by the mutual 
exchange of good wishes. 


This meal is a meatless meal, beet 
soup, various grains rolled in leaves 
etc. are served. After the meal, the 
family begins to sing the beautiful 
koledy, that is Polish Carols. The gifts 
are usually exchanged at this time. 


The origin of the oplatek or wafer 
like bread may be the Hebrew 
meaning of Bethlehem that is, ‘‘house 


‘year. 


of bread.’’'The Polish people see in 
the exchange of bread, a sharing of 
Christ who was born in Bethlehem— 
Rev. Leroy Wickowski. 


Many countries celebrate the feast 
of St. Nicholas. It is especially popular 
in Germany and Austria. This custom 
places the giving of gifts on December 
6. On the night before St. Nicholas 
day, the children place their shoes 
outside their bedroom doors. 


During the night, St. Nicholas 
brings his gifts. He fills the shoes with 
nuts and apples. For those who are 
undeserving, he gives charcoal. 


The Spanish and Mexican Pinata is 
the traditional festival symbol for 
Christmas time. In Mexico the pinata 
is a richly decorated paper mache 
ornament, sometimes in the form of 
an animal, which is filled with candy 
and small toys. Like the Advent 
wreath, it is symbol in itself of the 
festive season.

It is Scandinavian custom to have a 
large log burning at Christmas time. It 
welcomes a time of entertaining. The 
yule log might be an appropriate focus 
for the light theme.

While it is another Scandinavian 
custom to feed wheat to the birds, this 
practice is followed in many countries. 
In fact, in some places special foods 
are made for animals at this time of 
The practice stems from the 
tradition that it was the animals who 
saw the birth of Christ and that on 
Christmas night, the animals speak. 


While this is somewhat foreign to 
our culture, the gathered wheat 
sheaves speak to many people about 
the season of preparation. for Christ- 
mas. :

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Talking Point—‘Miracle’ of ministry 


Who me? An extraordinary minister? 


By Ruth Tieman 


Mrs. Ray [Ruth] Tieman is an extraordinary 
minister of the Eucharist at St. Catherine 
church, Riverside. Here she tells of her 
trepidation and exhilaration in the ministry, 
and a minor ‘‘miracle’’ which may leave’ you 
“‘panting.’’ 


The past few months have been a battleground 
where my personal struggle was to control temper 
and accept some of the strongest feelings and 
emotions I’ve ever experienced in my life. 


When the beautiful gift of being an extraordinary 
minister of the Eucharist was first offered to my 
husband and |, it gave me a jolt of excitement 
followed by qualms of wonderment, awe and 
humility. There was never a doubt in my mind as to 
wanting to do the ministry. However, | felt 
extremely small, insignificant and definitely not 
deserving. 


DURING THE FEW months between acceptance 
of the honor and the actual investment of the 
ministry, | found | was in a constant turmoil with 
myself. | literally put myself on trial. | purged, 
examined and judged until | had convinced myself 
that anyone else, no matter who, would be more 
worthy than | to do this very special calling. 


My unsureness was becoming obvious to others. | 
was often in tears, afraid to say too much of anything 


about the impending day. Those close to me were 
loving and assuring, constantly reminding me that | 
was chosen by God to do his work. That was more 
than I could handle, much less accept. | wanted very 
desperately to believe them but was unable to see or 
understand why God could possibly be interested in 
using me. 


In spite of, and probably because of all this 
emotional stress, | still could not quell the ripples of 
joy that would assail my being. 


AS THE EVENING of rehearsal approached, | 
was as nervous and apprehensive as | had ever 
known myself to be. | was more than anxious to be 
done with the rites and formalities. 


Simple as it was, the meaning and result of the 
ceremony was the profound fact that | would now be 
so privileged as to carry the Blessed Host, the 
miracle of the ages, to the invalids, the aged and 
often forgotten children of God. People who are 
given the necessary physical attentions, but starve 
for a spiritual union—a prayer, a blessing, the 
communion of God and man. 


| noticed the quiet acceptance of my husband and 
questioned him about his feelings. How could he be 
so calm while | was struggling for answers? | realize 
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now that our individual backgrounds reflected our 
reactions. 


HE WAS RAISED by his grandmother, a loving 
woman who taught him about God but never 
directed him to a denominational religion or any 
structure of worship. We were married five years 
when his decision to join the Catholic Church added 
new dimensions to our life. This decision was made 
21-years ago and his faith has been firm, constant 
and accepting. 


My religious influence was developed in my home 
life. My parents were devout Catholics raising a 
large family in troubled times. Their source of 
strength was always their faith. 


| attended 12 years of Catholic schools and was 
always well versed in the rote answers of the 
Baltimore Catechism. My faith was never 
challenged, much less questioned. | merely took it 
for granted—never changing, never growing, still 
retaining my childlike beliefs. 


NOW THIS GIFT of being able to serve in an 
active, meaningful way, was changing my attitude 
daily. : 

A few days before the rehearsal, | had shopped 
and found a lovely pants suit, one | felt very fitting 
for the ceremony. 


It was about 8:30 that Saturday evening and the 
good Brother who had guided us so lovingly through 
the ritual, left with the parting remark that the 
pastor expected the women to wear skirts or dresses. 


DID | HEAR him correctly? How could |! possibly 
oblige? | hadn't worn a skirt in years. The stores 
were closed. Panic stricken, | threw an imploring 
look to my husband. But he was as helpless as |. 


One of the women mentioned a local chain store, 
not too far from church, that stayed open till 9:30. It 
was a small glimmer—a chance! 


My husband, confused and embarrassed, quietly 
stated that he had only $6.00 with him and if we had 
to go home for money there would be no time to get 
back to the store before it closed. | felt completely 
defeated. é 


REACHING FOR his wallet to make sure, | saw a 
sudden smile erupt on his face. Our of the worn 
crevices; he pulled an oblong piece of paper with a 
jagged torn edge. It was a blank check! Why was 
that in his wallet? We never tore checks out of the 
book and | knew the check book was at-home. 


He looked kind of strange when he confided that, 
as we were walking out the door on the way to 
rehearsal, he had gone back and pulled out the 
check, just in case. Of what? Who knows? Of one 
fact | am sure. Never in the 26 years we’ve been 
married has he ever pulled a blank check from the 
book for any reason. Why hadn’t he just taken the 
check book? 


Time was of the essence so | refrained from 
pressing him for a detailed explanation. (He had 


ynone, | found out later.) 


WE LITERALLY raced to the store, not knowing 
even what we were looking for. The simplest answer 
to my problem was to try to find a skirt to substitute 
for the pants on the suit | had bought. At that point, | 
had only a vague idea of the color | needed and was 
so disturbed | couldn’t even remember what the 
outfit looked like. | was on the verge of tears as | 
hunted up and down the aisles. 


It was a forest of pants and suits, one disarrayed 
rack of loud plaid and flowered skirts and one of 
hideous shapeless dresses. Nothing even remotely 
acceptable to what | needed. 

Turning to leave, resigned to the fact that | was 
helpless to improvise a solution, | spotted a rack 
loaded with pants. Jammed at the very end hung 
three skirts, all in the color | thought | was looking 
for. They were in three different sizes as well, one of 
which was a perfect fit. ; 

WE NEVER SPOKE a word all the way home, | 
‘was busy praying, both hopefully and scared. How 
could | ever believe what had happened and was to 
happen? 

Trying on the suit at home, | was speechless. The 
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skirt not only matched the suit in color, but was even 
in the same material. It was as if it had been made 
for it, yet there was no way the stores | had made the 
two purchases at, could possibly be carrying the 
same items of comparable quality. 


| couldn’t rationalize what had happened. Logic or 
even coincidence would not serve to reason. | know 
that skirt will always be treasured as a sign of love 
and approval for what | was about to undertake. | 
had been touched in the one area | could 
recognize—my pride! 

THE NEXT DAY | was floating. It had to be right 
and it was. The homily was given simply to the 
congregation, acquainting them with the needs of 
the shut-ins and the sanctioned approval of the 
bishop to use eucharistic ministers to serve this 
need. 


|. was at peace with myself for the first time in 
months. The feeling of acceptance by the 
congregation was noticeable. 


But what about those we were to minister to? How 
would they react to the prayers and blessings given 
by laymen? Would they accept the Body and Blood 
of Christ from the hands of a woman? 


_ THE HOSPITAL we visited was a maze of 
corridors. The charge nurse was very cooperative 
and friendly. She greeted us with a list.of names and 


_room numbers of the Catholic patients wishing to be 


visited and given a short service. 


We questioned each patient when we approached 
them, asking if they would like to receive Holy 
Communion. The response, with the exception of 
one, was unanimous. Most were incapacitated, 
confined to wheelchairs and beds. Their arms were 
open to us in love and gratitude. How could we help 
but respond? 


A touch of a hand, a smile, a kiss, all loving 
gestures given with a quiet thank you! | fought my 
tears. My fears had vanished and been replaced with 
a deep gratitude that | could answer a vital need. 


EACH ROOM visited was a new revelation of love 
and faith. The one person who did not wish to 
receive the Host, asked for our blessing, which we 
gave freely and with joy. 


And how did | feel when | discovered the occupant 
of one room was an aged, retired priest? Would he 
accept us in this capacity? 

Apprehension returned, but only momentarily, as 
he was as delighted to see us as any of the other 
patients.

does much more to attract people than he 
ever could. 


CONSTRUCTION of Holy Trinity was the 
first task taken on by Msgr. Walsh when he 
became pastor in 1955, and according to 
former associates he threw himself heartily 
into the job, even to the point of ‘‘joining the 
workmen in the painting and masonry 
work.’’ 

When Msgr. Walsh speaks of the church, 
his eyes begin to sparkle as only those of a 
son of Erin can. 

“When Holy Trinity was built it was 
designed to meét the liturgical norms of the 
day. The idea then was to shut the world out, 
to provide an atmosphere where people 
could pray away from the hectic pace. of their 
everyday lives. 


“TODAY’S. CHURCH. architecture .em- 
phasizes that the Church is part of the world 
and it conforms fo the liturgical demands of 
Vatican II,’’ he observed. 


He is sure church styles will revert 
eventually to a more traditional form 
because, especially today, ‘‘people need a 
place to step out of the world briefly.”’ 


And the interior of Holy Trinity is 
definitely another world, a peaceful, 
beautiful one. 


CENTRAL TO the impressive sanctuary is 
the marble, mosaic crucifix behind the altar. 
Much larger than lifesize, it was made in 
Italy with a blue background. The mosaic is 
two inches thick and weighs more than 2,000 


\ pounds rising nearly to the ceiling. 


Completing the scene is the marble altar 
with matching marble communion rail which 
still stands in the sanctuary, ‘‘as an 
extension of the altar,’’ he said. 


Though since Vatican II Catholics have 
received the Body of Christ standing up ‘‘to 
remove the Communion rail at Holy Trinity 
would destroy the beautiful effect of the 
church,’’ according to Msgr. Walsh. 


“IT IS INTEGRAL to the whole design,”’ 
which features bronzework from the priest’s 
native Ireland, ‘“‘bronzework that you could 
not get today,’’ he notes. 


Helping serve the parish when the church 
was being built were associate pastors 
Fathers William Cuddihy and John Camp- 
ion. Both priests now serve as pastors of 
Holy Trinity’s neighboring parishes, St. 


Louise de 
respectively. 


Marillac and St. Kieran’s 

Both have fond memories of their days 
with Msgr. Walsh, and Father Cuddihy 
thinks of his as ‘‘Granddad’’. 


‘“f HAVE nothing but admiration for 
him,’’ Father Cuddihy declares. ‘‘And he 
has been a major influence on my 
priesthood,’’ he said, noting that his service 


at Holy Trinity was his second assignment* 


after ordination. 


““Msgr. Walsh is not an ‘armchair’ priest, 
and his dedication to his people is a 
24-hour-per-day thing,’’ Father Cuddihy 
explains. 


“And his dedication to the old and sick 
people of his parish is marvelous. As long as 
Ihave known him he has tried to bring them 
Communion personally each week,’’ the St. 
Louise pastor said. 


Father Campion, who will become a 
monsignor himself Nov. 28, remembers the 
lighter side of parish life at Holy Trinity. 


‘T HAVE NEVER served at a place where 
we had so much fun getting the work done,”’ 
he said, commenting that ping pong played a 
major role in rectory life. 


“‘We had a four-car garage and couldn’t 
park a car in there because of the 
monsignor’s ping pong table. We used to. 
play to see who had to say the 6 a.m. Mass 
the next day and Msgr. Walsh was always 
ready to extend the matches to ‘the best two 
out of three’ until a proper decision could be 
reached,’’ the St. Kieran pastor joked. 


Father Campion, on a more serious note, 
also recalls Msgr. Walsh’s great concern for 
the sick and maintains that ecumenically he 
has always been ahead of his time. 


“HE HAS ALWAYS had a marvelous 
rapport with those outside the Faith, and he 
and the Rev. John Lax of St. Alban’s 
Episcopal Church were the greatest of 
friends. 


“‘The people and especially the children of 
the parish love him dearly and he has served 
them faithfully for more than two decades,”’ 
Father Campion concluded. 


And despite his jokes, Father Campion 
agrees with Father Cuddihy that Msgr. 
Walsh ‘‘personifies the definition of the 
word ‘pastor’ ’’, and what better place for 
such a priest to serve than the mother church 
of the El Cajon Valley?

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Issue statement on Panama Canal 


Bishops’ pastoral reaffirms moral values 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
The U.S. Catholic bishops’ 
conference at its four-day 
meeting here approved a 
pastoral letter on moral 
values which reaffirms tradi- 
tional Church teachings on 
sexual ethics and _ social 
justice. 


They also called for a new 
treaty eventually to return 
sovereignty over the Panama 
Canal to Panama. 


THE BISHOPS also ap- 
proved a statement on early 
childhood care and education 
supporting religious forma- 
tion for parents before bap- 
tism of their children and a 
governmental role in provid- 
ing child care programs. 


In a statement on immigra- 
tion, they urged assistance to 
the 400,000 people a year 
who immigrate into the 
United States. and opposed 
provisions of a recent immi- 
gration law which makes it 
difficult for families from 


FOR 


Mexico to be reunited in this 
country. 


More than 250 bishops 
from around the country 
attended the Nov. 8-11 
meeting at the Statler Hilton 
Hotel of the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops 
(NCCB) and its civil arm, the 
U.S. Catholic Conference 
(USCC). Bishop Leo T. 
Maher and Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert Chavez attended 
from the San Diego diocese. 


The bishops’ pastoral let- 
ter rejects the notion that 
valid sacramental marriages 
can be dissolved and con- 
demns premarital and extra- 
marital sexual relations. It 
says homosexual actions are 
wrong but calls for compas- 
sionate pastoral care of 
homosexuals and condemns 
discrimination against them.

launch a nuclear attack on 
civilian. populations or to 
threaten such an attack as 
part of a strategy of military 
deterrence. 


By a 170-61 vote, the 
bishops approved the state- 
ment supporting negotia- 
tions for a new treaty to 
return sovereignty over the 
Panama Canal to Panama. 
The statement called the 
existing treaty ‘‘an anach- 
ronism’’ reminiscent of ‘‘co- 
lonial politics.”’ 


The bishops’ statement 
says the treaty’s terms 
‘“‘make it impossible for 
Panama to be the primary 
agent of its own develop- 
ment.”’ 


BY A 201-23 vote, the 
bishops approved a state- 
ment on early childhood care 
and education. It called for 
efforts in the Church to give 
guidance on early childhood 
development and religious 
formation to parents before 
the baptism of their children. 
The bishops recommended 
beginning such instruction 
several months before bap- 
tism.
